The necessity of a general system of state 
aided colonization for the whole kingdom 
will be the subject of a motion in the House by 
Mr. Seton Carr.. The House will also be asked 
by Mr. Howard Vincent to take practical steps 
to secure the commercial union of the Em- 


pire. 
ARISTOCRACY AT PRIZE-FIGHTS. 


About twenty years ago prize-fighting had 
apparently died out, and even boxing was al- 
most a lost art. Now there isa prize-fight 
about once a week, and in London no enter- 
tainment is so certain to draw as a big boxing 
competition. Therevival of the prize-ring is 
chiefly due to Lord Queensberry’s rules. 
It was quickly discovered that under the con- 
ditions drawn up by Lord Queensberry severe 
punishment might be inflictedjwith the gloves, 
and those who witnessed such contestsjnatur- 
ally longed for ithe more brutal form of fight- 
ing with the bare fists. Then again, it has 
been found comparatively easy to elude the 
police if only a few spectators, each paying 
a high sum, are allowed to wit- 
ness a fight. The net time the 
police succeed in catching a prize-fighting 
party in flagrante delictu, the public will be 
surprised and scandalized to learn that not a 
few members of the aristocracy and of Par- 
liament are concerned in the resuscitation of 
this peculiarly English form of gladiatorial 
shows. 

WALES AND COUNT HERBERT.

CHINA AND JAPAN. 


Details of the Death of Admiral Chandler 
The Chin-Biang Riots. 


Say Fraworsoo, Cal., March 9. 
HE steamship Beigis 
arrived here this 
morning bringing lat 
est advices from Hong 
Kong and Yokohama. 
Five thousand dollars 
has been sent as pay- 
ment for the last man 
of-war ordered from 
France by the Japan- 
ese Naval Department. 

Mr. Tonkhara has

gate from Japan to the international marine 
conference to be held at Washington. 

A report has reached Hong Kong that the 
steamer Remus was sunk on a reef near Point 
Beliran January 30 while taking out soldiers 
to various stations in the Phillippines. Forty- 
two persons were drowned. 

Detalles of the death of Admiral Chandler, 
United States Navy, have been learned as tol- 
lows: He arrived at Hong Kong 
February s with the Marion, accompanied 
by his wife and daughter. On February Il he 
called on the Governor and on the way was 
seized with a fit of apoplexy. His symptoms 
at first ald not seem to be serious and he 
finished his call. On returning to his hotel he 
gradually lost consciousness during the after- 
noon and expired at 9:15 p. m. 

There is no news from the fourteen missing 
men belonging to the wrecked ship Anglo- 
India, and it is feared they were lost. The 
men who succeeded in landing from the wreck 
were stripped naked and stoned by the na- 
tives. The Governor beheaded three of the 
plunderers and had their heads stuck on poles 
as a warning to others. 

On February 1, a fire in Shidusoka, Japan, 
destroyed 1,000 buildings, including hospitals, 
shrines, tewples and many public buildings, 
At Yokosuka, on the same day, 500 houses 
were pletely destroyed by fire. 

During the anti-European riots at Chin- 
Kiang the foreign residents who fled to the 
hulks stationed in the river afterwards were 
taken by a merchant steamer to Shanghai. 
One man is reported missing. The American 
Consul, Gen. Jones, and the British Consul, 
Mansfield, remained at Chin-Kiang under the 
protection of a British gunboat, but their fam. 
ilies were sent to Shanghai. Among the for- 
eign buildings burned were the British Oon- 
sulate, the British Marshal's house, the Bap- 
tist Chapel ana the houses of two missionaries, 
the Rev. Mr. Hunnex and Rev. Mr. Bryant. 
The United States Consulate and the Method- 
ist Chapel were not burned. The wife of the 
American Consul had to run for her life, ac- 
companied by her children, being pursued by 
the rioters to the river,

The &St. Louis Co. bas 4,317 
lamps and the Laclede Co. about 3,700; allow 
an increase in 1 of 160 lamps—that will give 
a total of $8,167 lamps. The St. Louis Co. will 


furnish them at that. time for 0 
each, ana probably the Laclede 
will do the same, making the cost 


$163,340. The city pays $2,000 a year for kero- 
sene lamps. Add thatto the cost of gas for 
street lamps, and then add on the cost of 
lighting public buildings for which you can 
ut the St. Louis Co. down at $20,000 and the 
lede at $10,000. The whole total tnen, in- 
cluding kerosene and public building lighting 
will de $218,340, or $31,951.80 less than the cost 
of electricity.’’

DISGRACEFUL OFFICIAL APATHY. 

The people of St. Louis have been as- 
tounded and shocked at the revelations of 
frauds in the recent election made by the 
Posr-Disrarcn during the past week. 

The evidences of absolute crimes com- 
mitted against the purity of the ballot - 
box are as bad as they can be. Of 2,000 
suspected registrations 750 have proved to 
be false or erroneous. The erro- 
neous registrations are composed of 
the names of dead men, colonized 
voters, imported ‘‘floaters,’’ former 
residents who had” removed, and 
“straw’’ men. These false registrations 
were scattered in different parts of the 
city and a fair estimate would place the 
total at not less than 3,000. It has been 
proved also that in three precincts thirty- 
seven fraudulently registered names were 
voted, showing that in many instances 
the crimes were completed at the polls. 
In addition tothe fraudulent votes cast, 
it has been shown that nearly 1,000 legal 
voters were cheated out of their fran- 
chises. Incidents have been brought to 
light showing that these extensive frauds 
were committed under the guidance and 
with the aid and encouragement of 
shrewd politicians. | 

The facts prove a conspiracy, well-laid 
and admirably exeouted, to cheat the 
people of their will. They signalize the 
triumph over honest voters of boodlers, 
bribers and ballot-box stuffers. That 
such things should be is a disgrace to the 
city of St. Louis. 

But there is a deeper disgrace, which 
calls for the overwhelming indignation of 
all honest citizens. This is the apathy 
and unwillingness or inability of the offi- 
cials, State and Federal, whose duty it is 
to enforce the laws and bring offenders to 
justice, to move effectively in the direo- 
tion of punishing the guilty parties. Four 
months were allowed to pass with scaroely 
a motion being made to investigate the 
crimes or punish the criminals. There is 
no telling how much longer time 
would have elapsed in apathy if the 
Posr-Disrarck by its own investigation 
and publication had not forced the Fed- 
eral officials to some show of action. This 
action is utterly inadequate to the 
crimes, and it is a shame that the 
citizens are not thundering at the doors 
of justice demanding a thorough investi- 
gation and the full enforcement of the 
law. Two years ago when frauds of much 
less extent were discovered a committee 
of citizens was organized to aid in the 
prosecution of the offenders. There is ten 
times more need of such a committee at 
the present time. 

Why ask for stronger and more eom- 
prehensive election laws when our present 
laws are not enforced? Vigorous prose- 
cutions should be inaugurated and 
pushed to conviction at once. If the 
present officials are unwilling or unable 
to carry them through, others who are 
willing and able to do so should be se- 
cured as soon as possible.

All sorts of rumors 

were in circulation. One report was that 

the naval authorities at Mare Island bad re- 

ceived news confirming the sinking of the 

Nipsic and this was followed by 

another report that the American steamer 

Alameda of the Oceanic Co. had been seized. 

The statement was also made that a telegram 

had been received atthe Union Iron-works of 

this city from the Secretary of the Navy in- 

quiring as to how soon the cruiser Charieston 

could be placed in readiness for guns. Upon 

the strength of these rumors and the further 

statement that the Southern Pacific 

Co, had been notified to be prepared to 

handle the Charieston guns and naval stores 

bulletins were displayed in front of the news- 

paper offices stating that private advices had 

been received confirming the sinking of the 

American man-of-war Nipsic. The bulletins 

were eagerly read, andthe news spread like 
lightning. 

in a short time tremendous crowds 
besieged the newspaper offices clamoring 
for details. In the absence of any definite 
information the belief rapidiy gained ground 
that the Nipsic had certainly been blown up 
by the German war vessel. Extra editions of 
the papers were issued up toa late hour, but 
the news contained therein was of such 
meagerness that it wholly failed to 
satisfy the demands of the  pubiic 
or definitely dispose of the fate of 
the American vessel. The crowds lingered 
around the newspaper offices late into the 
night. Theexcitement, however, somewhat 
subsided when bulletins denying the capture 
of the Alameda were displayed, and stating 
that she had arrived at Sydney. 

Samoan advices up to March 1 will reach 
here by the steamship Zealandia, which is due 
at this port Saturday next, and no definite in- 
formation from the islands is expected in the 
meantime, unless by cable from Auckland. 

COAL FOR THE FLEET. 

Afirm in this city cabled their agents at 
Newcastle, Australia, yesterday to instruct the 
captain of their vessel now loading with coal 
there for San Francisco to call at Apia 
en route and supply the United States 
fleet with fuel should the ves- 
sels composing the fleet require it 
The vessel is expected to reach Apia within 
two weeks. Firms in this city engaged in the 
Samoa trade are very uneasy about the state 
of affairs in Samoa. Asan evidence of this it 
is learned that orders foracargo of lumber 
destined for Samoa has been countermanded 
until affairs on the island settle down. 


Letter From Capt. Mullan. 


WASHINGTON, b. C., March 9.—Capt. Mullan, 
commanding the United States steamer Nip- 
sic at Samoa, in a letter to his brother here, 
dated Apia, January 8, after stat 
ing that the Germans had pro- 
claimed martial law in Samoa, 
says: They carry on a high game 
bere and our Government has but one vessel 
while they have three good ships. I hear by 
way of Auckland that we will have more ships 
here. God only knows how this aftair will 
end, The Samoans donot want Germany to 
annex their island but have long ago asked 
both England andthe United States to take 
them. Their old king, Malietoa, was de- 
ported a year ago, first to Germany, then 
to the coastof Africa, and then to Marshalis’ 
Island to the north of Samoo, wherejhe le now. 
They (the Germans) had a proclamation 
printed on January 23 and ready to publish on 
the coacoanut trees, ete., but protest had the 
effect of stopping them.

PICK POCKETS IN CHURCHES. 


The Successful Work of Four Thieves at Re- 
cent Funerals. 


A quartette of slick pickpockets, known to 
the police in this city, have struck an entirely 
new game, which they have been playing 
successfully the past week, if not longer. The 
lar. as the thieves call it, is the ‘‘funersi 
racket,’ only it is worked in an entirely new 
method. The thieves watch the papers for 
funeral advertisements and take note of the 
time of day and the number of the bonse 
at which the funeral ie to take piace. 
They are pgomptily on hand at the house and 
at the hour advertised and hang around the 


street until the cortege moves on to the 
church. Their appearance is such as not to 
attract attention and so they manage to es- 
cape observation. They follow the funeral to 
the church and wait outside until the dead has 
been taken in and the mourners have passed 
in after the pall-bearers. Then

crowd. Only three of their victims have come 
to light as yet and all these were robbed dur- 
ing the tweek. The first to complain of 
the work of the thieves wasa lady, who iast 
Sunday was attending a funeral, the services 
of which took place at St. Patrick s Church 
on Seventh and Biddle streets. She 
complained that she bad been robbed 
of $15 and a gold ring which she carried 
in the pocket of her dress while in tt®@@hurch. 
The second case reported was thatof a lady 
who was attending a funeral at 8t. Leo’s 
Chureh on Cass avenue and Twenty-third 
street, While in the crowd inside the temple 
the sum of $76 was taken out ot her pocket, 
and she did not miss it untl she left the 
church. She wasnota wealthy woman, and 
this was all the money she had. She had 
taken it with her so as to keep it safe while 
she was eway from home, little ex- 
pecting that this was about to prove 
the worst possible course she could have 
taken. This event occurred on Friday. The 
last case reported was that of two ladies who 
yesterday attended a funeral at St. Lawrence 
VU’Toole’s Church on O’Falion and Four- 
teenth streets. These likewise were robbed 
while inthe church, the sum taken being $10, 
out of the pocket of one and & out of the 
pocket of the other. 

The game is a new One and certainly a good 
one from a 1 point of view. 
Very few people would de watchful of their 

ets in a church, more particularly while 
services for the dead were going on. One 
can readily imagine that in the crush one 
would certainly not suspect one’s neighbor of 
robbing one’s pocket. The thieves evidently 
went through a number of pockets, for the 
chances are large that they would not have 
struck the lady with the $76 by accident if 
hers was the onlv pocket investigated.

AN INDIAN IN THE LEGISLATURE. 


A Delegate From the Penobscot Tribe in the 
Councils of the State of Maine. 


Special Correspondence of Sunday Post-DisPaTcn. 
/AueusTA, Me., March 7.—One of the most 
interesting men inthe Maine Legislature this 
inter has been Joseph Nicola, a full-blooded 
dian, the duly accredited representative of 
t nobscot tribe. There are two tribes of 
Indians in Maine now, the Penobscots and 
Passamaguoddies, each of which has a 
legally recognized organization, receives & 
bounty from the State, elects a Governor and 
Lileutenant- Governor every year, and sends a 
representative to the Legislature. The status 
of these representatives is like that of the del- 
egates to Con from the territories—they 
bave a voice in the proceedings, but no yote— 
and Joe Nicola has a big bass voice that booms 
through the corridors like a moose born 
when de addresses a committee on the claims 
of his tribe. for the Indians are never satisfied 
with what the State gives them. 
Representative Nicola says that as well as he 
can figure it the State owes his tribe $459,000 
for boomage rentand other items, but he 
makes little progress in getting his claim 
through. He, however, makes the following 
proposition, apropos of the agitation for the 
removal of the capital: If the State will 
transfer the seat of government to Oldtown, 
the home of the Penobscot braves, the 
original lords of this part of the earth and 
where, Nicola says, the State- house realiv 
belongs, he will agree to give back to the state 
half of the amount of this claim, or over 


,000. 
Imagine a tall, broad-shouldered man of 
middie age, with an Indian’s bronze skin, 
straight biack hair, sharp eyes and sober ex- 
pression, dressed in a flannel shirt, frock 
coat and slouch hat, walking up the 
Capitol steps with the dignity of 
a Senator, and ou have before your 
mind’s eye Joseph Nicola, the representative 
of the Penobscot tribe. He talks well, but 
never diffusely, has an average man's ac- 
quaintance with the dictionary, spelis cor- 
rectly, writes a fair hand and knows his 
arithmetic. He was educated; like the other 
Indians who are educated at all, by the Sisters 
of the Catholic Church who make their cheer- 
less home amid the squalor of the Indian tribe 
on Oldtown Island. Nicola is an observing 
man and while he has said little has done a 
powerfullot of thinking during the session 
and bas formed his own estimates of the lead- 
ing members. 
be Indian representative never indulges in 
fire-water. He took the calks out of his boot 
heelg a day or two after he came here and has 
been a gentéeman in every sense of the word. 
Nicola has taken much interest in the dis- 
cussion of the woman suffrage question, which 
has been a leading feature of the session. He 
ave his views on the subject to the Post- 

ISPATCH correspondent as follows: 

‘*There is an old tradition In our tribe that 
woman sprang from a beautiful plant, but the 
white man teaches that she came from the rib 
of a man, taken while he slept. The white man 
speaks of the ship of state and of his country 
asaship,and he 8515 the supreme right in 
the land istherightot suffrage. Now, when 
a question which concerns the whole country 
comes up, who should exercise supremacy? 
Let us see When a ship is built the keel is laid, 
and this is the same asthe backbone in a hu- 
man being. Then the ribs are added to suit. 
But suppose the ship goes on the rocks? Ribs 
may give way and stillshe may be saved, but 
if the keel breaks the backbone is gone and 
the craft doomed. Therefore, in my opinion, 
—— — remacy is vested in the keel and not in 
the rib.’’ .

TERRORIZING OPERATIONS OF SEVERAL BAD 
GANGS IN THE CITY. 


They Cart Off the Entire Contents of Fred 
Bauer s Butcher Shop on Eighteenth and 
Mullanphy—Several Groceries Forctbly 
Entered—Operations of the Midnight 
Thieves in West and North st. Louis—The 
Cracks at Work. 


OR the past three 
months the people 
living In the vicinity 
of Mullanphy and 
Eighteenth streets 
have been terrorized 
by the depredations 
ofa gang of burglars, 
the barefaced char- 
acter of whose work 
is enough to make 
the residents about 
that neighborhood 
sleep uneasily in 
their beds and to in- 
dicate that there is 
need for police inter- 
ference before the 
thing goes apy far- 
ther. 

The last of the long 
series of operations occurred Friday night 
when the butcher shop of Fred Bauer on the 
northwest corner of Eighteenth and Mullan- 
phy streets was broken into and nearly the 
whole stock of meat and butchers’ imple- 
ments cartedaway. The burglars first broke 
a big pane of glass in the window of the shop 
for the purpose of entrance and 
then another in the door for the 
purpose of handing out the i loot. 
Once inside the Durglars made short work of 
the stock. Mr. Bauer had lain in a plentiful 
supply of pork chops, hams and beef for his 
Sunday customers, and the burglars simply 
took the entire stock, with the exception of a 
fow pieces, which were almost worthless. 
They appropriated fourteen pieces of pork 
chops, in value about §20,a lot ot beef and 
hams, and also a number of the butcher's 
tools. 

THE ROBBERS 
must have had a wagon outside with which to 
cart off their plunder, for the latter was bulky 
and heavy. This is the tnird time within the 
past two weeks that Mr. Bauer’s shop has 
been burglarized, and about the sixth time 
within the past three months. 

Last Thursday, one week ago, the same 
gang effected an é¢ntrance into the grocery 
store of Temming 4 Driscoll. directly across 
the street from Bauer's, and brooke 
open the money -drawers in the saloon and the 
store, but finding no money, they contented 
themselves with stealing ten cigare and a bot- 
tie ef whisky. Onthe same nightthe same 


gang broke into the store of John Curtis, one 
block further north on Eighteenth street, and 
stole cigars, whisky, cigarettes and 81 in cash 
they found in the drawer which they broke 
open. 

They also made an ee to enter the store 
of Rudolph Schultz on Mullanphy and Seven- 
teenth streets, but took to flight on the ap- 
pearance of a member of Fire 421 
Co. No. 8, the headquarters of which is 
across the street from Schultz's place. It is 
said thatthe burglars are residents of the 
neighborhood. 

* BOLD OPERATIONS. 

For the past week burglars have been oper 
ating at a lively rate in the city, and have se- 
cured considerable plunder. They opened 
the week at an early hour Monday morning by 
burglarizing the 8 goods store of R. E. 
Dimick & Co., at .8 North Broadway. Mr. 
Dimick has been particularly unfortunate 
with burgiars, his piace having been entered 
several times. On this occasion the thieves 
first effected an entrance to the residence of 
Joseph Milligan, a clerk In the store, living at 
No. 1217 Monroe street. After helping them- 
selves to cake and refreshments they went to 
Milligan’s room, whese they searched dis 
clothing and secured his money and the 
keys to the store where he was empioyed. 
They proceeded tothe store, and unlocking the 
door entered and helped themselves to fifteen 
fine revolvers and threedozen pocket knives, 
all being valued at about $100. Thig they ali 
did in the full glare of the electric light on 
Broadway, justin front of the store.
